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Rise 
Prices Slows 
... But Food Costs Go Up .8 % In July 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Food 
prices went u p in Ju ly despite 
th e a d m inistra tion’s price 
freeze, 
bu t other consu mer 
prices were brou ght almost to a 
sta nd still, the gov ernm ent 
reported Tu esday . 
The Labor Department’s Con­ 
su mer Price Index for Ju ly 
showed that prices generally in­ 
creased .2 per cent, down sharp­ 
ly from the av erage monthly in­ 
creases of .6 per cent du ring the 
first six months of the y ear. 


Bu t food pric^ rose .8 per 
cent, considerably abov e what 
was ex pected du ring the freeze, 
althou gh it was down from 
prev iou s months. The Ju ne in­ 
crease in food prices was 1.4 per 
cent. 
Herbert Stein, chairman of the 
President’s Cou ncil of Economic 
Adv isers, said the increase in 
food prices in the face of the 
freeze "h as not been fu lly 
ex plained.” 
He also noted that since the 


price freeze was lifted from food 
on Ju ly 18, there has been a su b­ 
stantial m w increase in food 
prices. 
The Ju ly Consu mer Price 
Index showed the annu al rate of 
inflation for the past six months 
was 7 .4 per cent ov er-all, and 
17 .8 per cent for food. 
Howev er, John T. Du nlop, 
director of the Cost of Liv ing 
Cou ncil, said the worst may be 
ov er for some food price in­ 
creases u nder the new Phase 4

Board Tu esday approv ed a 197 4- 
7 5 bu dget proposal which wou ld 
increase operational ex pen­ 
ditu res by 41% and prov ide 
more than $3 million for capital 
constru ction. 


M a jo r a d ditio n s in the 
o pera tio na l budg et wo uld g o fo r 
ex pa nded co mmunity serv ice 
pro g ra ms thro ug ho ut so uthea st 
NebrKika a nd six new pro g ra ms 
fo r the Linco ln pro g ra m. 


The $3,39 5,000 in capital con­ 
stru ction fu nds wou ld be ear­ 
mark ed largely for Lincoln, 
which owns no bu ildings. 
The total operational bu dget 
requ est stands at $6,008 ,7 8 4, u p 
from $4,246,547 in the cu rrent 
fiscal y ear. 
The bu dget figu res approv ed 
Tu esday were not changed from 
those su bmitted by the three 
campu ses in Lincoln, Milford 
and Fairbu ry and by the new 
area office headed by Robert 
Eicher. 


Eicher a nd Merle Ebers o f 
Milfo rd, cha irma n o f the bo a nl, 
will ca rr> the a ppro v ed fig ures 
to the Sta te Technica l Co lleg e 
Bo a rd fo r its hea ring o n the 
So uthea stern 
budg et 
Frida y 
ev ening in Linco ln. 


That hearing is set for 7 .30 
p m. in the Bry an Center at 17 01 
So. 40th. 
If the state board orders 
changes in the bu dget proposal, 
the ^u theastem board may call 
a special meeting for that pu r­ 
pose before the Sept. 15 deadline 
for su bmitting 197 4-7 5 requ ests 
to the Statehou se. 


The nex t regu lar meeting of 
the Sou theastern board was set 
for Sept. 18 in Fairbu ry . 


Amo ng the o ther ma tters dis­ 
cussed by the bo a rd here 
Tuesda y wa s the co mpla int by 
fo rm er 
Linco ln 
Technica l 
Co lleg e emplo y es tha t they were 
unfa irly trea ted when the Lin­ 
co ln Bo a rd o f Educa tio n fro ze 
them o n the 1 9 7 2-7 3 sa la ry 
schedule. 


That action was tak en in late 
Ju ne, at the requ est of the 
Sou theastern board, ju st before 
the Lincoln Technical College 
ceased to ex ist as a Lincoln 
School District fu nction and 
became part of the area set-u p. 
The Lincoln employ es claim 
they were entitled to salary in­ 
creases negotiated by the Lin­ 
coln Edu cation Association with 
the Lincoln School Board. 
That complaint was the su b­ 
ject for an ex ecu tiv e session dis­ 
cu ssion of the Sou theastern 
board at its meeting Tu esday , 
bu t the board took action on the 
matter. 


In'o ther business, the bo a rd 
g a v e Eicher permissio n to a p­ 
po int a n a cting directo r o f stu­ 
dent serv ices fo r the entire a rea 
a nd g ra nted his request to crea te 
a n a rea public rela tio ns directo r 
po sitio n.

PORT ELIZABETH, Sou th 
Africa (AP) — A man k illed

He a lso sa id the $3.3 millio n in 
ca pita l co nstructio n funds wo uld 
be sufficient to either buy so me 
the fa cilities no w rented fro m 
the Linco ln Scho o l District o r 
beg in co nstructio n o f a new 
building fo r the Linco ln ca mpus. 


In its operational bu dget 
proposal, the Lincoln campu s 
env isions new program s in 
graphic arts, inhalation therapy 
te c h nolog y ,

food technology and homemak er 
health care. 
The Lincoln campu s proposal 
wou ld increase its bu dget by 
37 %, as wou ld Fairbu ry ’s bu dget 
for ’7 4-7 5. Milford su bmitted a 
proposal for a 22% increase.

While Du nlop saw some hope 
for relief of high prices of 
chick en, consu mers may be 
faced with higher prices in abou t 
a month for su ch div erse items 
as au tos, home appliances, soap, 
wine and glass produ cts. 
Du nlop said that du ring the 
first week of Phase 4, 67 big 
firms notified the administration 
of their intention to increase 
prices on a total of abou t 110 
produ ct lines after the requ ired 
30-day waiting period. 
Aside from food in Ju ly , the 
prices of nonfood commodities 
decreased by .2 per cent on an 
u nadju sted basis following an in­ 
crease of .6 per cent in Ju ne. 


Howev er, tak ing into effect 
seasonal flu ctu ations, the non­ 
food prices were u p .1 per cent. 
The Labor Department said 
av erage week ly earnings in Ju ly 
were $146.65, u p from $136.8 6 a 
y ear earlier, and real spendable 
earnings increased .7 per cent 
from Ju ne on a seasonally 
adju sted basis. 
The increa.se of .2 per cent in 
the Consu mer Price Index for 
Ju ly was the same on both an u n­ 
ad ju ste d and a seasonally 
adju sted basis. It was the 
smallest monthly increase in 
eight months. 
The Ju ly index stood at 132 7 
of the 1967 base of 100, and was 
5.7 per cent abov e a y ear earlier. 
The gov ernment said most 
food prices in grocery stores in­ 
creased in Ju ly , led by fresh 
v egetables, fresh fru its, cereal, 
bak ery produ cts and pou ltry *. 
Prices of rents and other 
hou sehold serv ices increased .3 
per cent du ring the month. 
Administration economists in­ 
dicated there were only two 
possible ex planations for the in­ 
crease in food prices. One was 
that prices were below the legal 
ceilings when the freeze was im­ 
posed on Ju ne 13 and therefore 
able to increase. 
The second was that there 
might hav e been widespread 
v iolations of the price freeze.

'Soviet Crop Boxcar Crisis Key'

The fu tu re av ailability of railroad box cars will 
depend greatly on how mu ch grain is sold to the 
Sov iet Union this y ear. Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission Chairman George Stafford told Nebrask a 
bu sinessmen Tu esday . 


"The fa ilure o f the 197 2 So v iet ha rv est wa s 
perha ps the sing le mo st impo rta nt fa cto r crea ting 
this y ea r’s interna tio na l g ra in crisis, with its a tten­ 
da nt tra nspo rta tio n sho ck effects,” Sta ffo rd sa id. 


Heav y rains in the Uk raine cou ld ru in this 
y ear’s Sov iet grain harv est, resu lting in new 
demands for U.S. grain ex ports, he noted. 
Paraphrasing Professor Henry Higgins of "My 
Fair Lady ” fame, Stafford offered this prognosis: 
“If the rain in the Uk raine stay s mainly on the 
plain — bu siness will be good in Nebrask a and the 
freight car shortage will get mu ch worse.” 


The 197 3 freig ht ca r sho rta g e resulted la rg ely 
fro m la st y ea r’s ma ssiv e whea t sa le to the So v iet 
Unio n, Sta dfo rd sa id. The sho rta g e pea ked during 
ea rly April, he no ted. 


And, althou gh it has since eased, “a sev ere 
shortage still ex ists and it may be sev eral y ears 
before the transportation sy stem recov ers from 
what began in eu phoria last Au gu st when the U.S. 


annou nced it wou ld sell 422 million bu shels of grain 
to the Sov iet Union.” he said. 
The fiv e railroads which serv e Nebrask a are 
“doing a good job” try ing to mov e the grain 
harv est, Stafford told newsmen prior to his 
lu ncheon address. “ Bu t I think they ’v e got to do an 
ev en better job. 


“ You hav e one whale of a big corn crop com­ 
ing on. Nebrask a is a horn of plenty . It’s here . . . if 
y ou can mov e it, and we’re going to try to bring in 
enou gh cars to mov e it.” 


Stafford was in Lincoln to address a day -long 
seminar for bu sinessmen concerned with oppor­ 
tu nities for selling goods and serv ices to the federal 
gov ernment. 
T he confe re nce was co-sponsored by 
Congressman Charles Thone and by Vision 17 , Inc. 


Thone u rged the ICC to prov ide Nebrask a with 
adequ ate box cars. “ If we can’t mov e ou r goods, it’s 
lik e an embargo,” the congressman noted. 


Demand for box cars has actu ally “ begu n to 
drop off in Nebrask a” du ring the last cou ple of 


week s. Stafford said. 
“Nebrask a is not being discriminated against.” 
the former Kansan told Thone. althou gh it is “a 
natu ral feeling” to harbor 


“ Ev ery state is hav ing this problem, bu t it’s 
not nearly as bad as it was three y ears ago,” 


In the 12 months ending last Febru ary , 
railroads had added nearly 7 ,000 new cov ered 
hopper cars to their fleets at a cost of more than 
$125 million, Stafford said. 
As of March 1. another 5,200 hoppers were on 
order, he said. 


Ev en thou gh the Sov iet grain sale cau sed some 
problems, Stafford noted, he believ es the deal was 
“good for the farmers and good for the cou ntry , 
particu larly good for ou r balance of pay ments.” 


U S ex ports of wheat, soy beans, corn, cotton 
and other farm produ cts amou nted to more than 
$12.9 billion in the last fiscal y ear, he said. And the 
nation registered a fav orable trade balance du ring 
this y ear’s second qu arter after a series of trade 
deficits, he noted.

Truck-Train Crash Kills Lincoln Man 


Cortland (AP) — A Lincoln tru ck driv er was 
k illed Tu esday afternoon when his semi-traUer rig 
collided with a Union Pacific freight train sou th of 
Cou rtland in Gage Cou nty . 
The Nebrask a State Patrol identified the 
tru ck er as George Montgomery , 42, of 1400 No. 
7 0th. 
Montgomery ’s' tru ck was westbopu nd on 
‘Highway 41 w h nd t stru ck the freight train abou t

six cars behind the engine. The impact derailed 
abou t thirty railroad cars. 
The crash cau sed one tank er of anhy drou s am­ 
monia to bu rst open and another one to begin 
leak ing. 


No inju ries were reported from the ammonia 
leak age, bu t Gage Cou nty Sheriff Fred Steink amp 
Jr. said sev eral acres of crops downwind from the

accident scene were bu rned by the fu mes. 
Gage Cou nty depu ties and members of the 
State Patrol sealed off the area while Union Pacific 
crews attempted to stop the leak . 
Steink amp said the area wou ld probably re­ 
main closed to traffic throu gh the night. 
The tru ck er’s death raised the 197 3 Nebrask a 
Highway fatality toll to 252, compared with 290 a 
y ear ago at this time.

Bu t leak s to the press, at­ 
tribu ted, he said, to sou rces 
close to the inv estigation, hav e 
continu ed u nabated since the in­ 
v estigation was disclosed in ear­ 
ly Au gu st. 
“I regret to say that it has 
become clear that the ‘sou rces 
close to the inv estigation’ so

He said that after he had 
beg u n to wTite abou t the need 
for reforms in Sov iet society , he 
was dismissed from his secret 
job withou t ev er hav ing had con­ 
tact with foreig ners. He said that 
he saw nothing illeg al in meeting 
foreig n newsmen now and that 
he wou ld "nev er and u nder no 
circu mstances" u se su ch con­ 
tacts to div u lg e state secrets. 
Sak harov said he considered 
the la te st interv iew at th e 
prosecu tor’s office as a more 
seriou s warning than a discu s­ 
sion with a secret police official 
last March. At that tim e he was 
criticized in g eneral term s for his 
civ il rig hts activ ities on behalf of 
other dissidents, withou t specific 
m ention of m e e ting s w ith 
foreig ners or alleg ed disclosu res 
of secrets. 


For a long time Sak harov was 


pre su m e d to be prote c te d 
becau se of his ex alted position as 
m em ber of the Sov iet Academy 
of Sciences and his past con­ 
tribu tions to nu clear weapons 
dev elopment. Ru t he ev idently 
considers his recent qu estioning 
worrisome. 
.Ask ed abou t his means of 
ex istence, 
he said th a t he 
receiv ed 400 ru bles a month for 
being an academician plu s 350 
ru bles in his capacity of senior 
re se a rc h 
a ss oc ia te

His combined income of 750 
ru bles (abou t $9 50) is fiv e times

After describing his personal 
situ ation. Sak harov talk ed abou t 
broader problems when he was 
ask ed how he v iewed the ev olu ­ 
tion of world ev ents since the 
pu blication in 1968 of his book .

The book , which circu lated in 
the Sov iet Union u nderg rou nd 
and was pu blished only in the 
West, ou tlined two alternativ e 
lines ot dev elopm ent for the 
Sov iet Union and the United 
States; either a process of con­ 
v e rg e nc e . a c c om pa nie d by 
dem ocratic ev olu tion of the 
Sov iet Union, or increasing con­ 
frontation with the threat of 
therm onu clear war.

Ag a in, ho wev er, we a re ta lking a bo ut 
metho ds o f mo v ing tra ffic a nd the dia g o na l is o nly o ne o f 
them. 


To let the diago nal questio n hang until the fall o f 1974. 
as wo uld s€ *em to be the case if we await the co mpletio n o f 
the traffic study , is to delay the decisio n o n this pro ject fo r 
an ino rdinate length o f time

A further ingredient no w in the picture is the creatio n o f 
a 25-member citizens street planning co mmittee, apparently 
fo r the purpo se o f reco m m ending street 
planning 
pro cedures. This has a direct bearing upo n the diago nal 
because it is the planning pro cess that has been in co ntentio n 
o n the diago nal as well as the pro ject itself. 
It is lo gical fo r the co uncil to wait until this co mmittee 
has met and made its reco mmendatio ns befo re deciding the 
diago nal matter. By waiting, the city may be able to co me up 
with a diago nal decisio n a little mo re acceptable to all co n- 
(“erned. 


Oppo sitio n to the dia g o na l, fo r insta nce, mig ht be fa r 
less if the pro ject were sca led do wn so me fro m its o rig ina l 
co ncept a s a co ntro lled a ccess fa cility . If it were co nstructed 
simply a s a ma jo r fo ur-la ne a rteria l, it mig ht ha v e less o p­ 
po sitio n tha t it do es to da y . 
★ 
Our o pinio n is that the co uncil wo uld do abo ut as well to 
decide the diago nal m atter no w as it wo uld by waiting fo r 
the upco ming traffic study . This is a pro ject that is simply 
creating disunity and suspicio n in the co mmunity and the 
so o ner it is dispo sed o f. the better. 


It is ho ped tha t the newly crea ted pla nning co mmittee 
ca n co me up with pro cedures tha t will help elimina te in the 
future the kind o f co ntro v ersy tha t ha s surro unded the 
dia g o na l. The pro cedure will undo ubtedly ca ll fo r metho ds 
o f g ua ra nteeing citizen input in the decisio n-ma king pro cess. 


In the end. elected o fficials must still decide what is 
do ne but it will help if that decisio n is made with full 
kno wledge o f what is wanted by tho se affected by the 
pro ject If ano ther diago nal kind o f co nflict can be avo ided, 
it will be a big plus fo r the city .

A secret staff memo meant fo r

“the expo rt subsidy pro gram 
co st American taxpay ers $333 
millio n in agricultural subsidies 
in co nnectio n with the Russian 
grain deal. ” Much o f the go uging 
was acco m plished thro ugh 
dubio us paper transactio ns. 
Under the expo rt subsidy 
sy stem, the go vernment pay s the 
li.S . se lle r the difference 
between the high price he co uld 
get in the U.S. market and the 
lo wer price he wo uld get fro m 
the fo reign buy er. 
Fo r example, if the seller 
co uld get $3 a bushel in the 
United States, but o nly $2.75 in 


Euro pe, the go vernment pay s 
the U.S. seller 25 cents a bushel. 
The go vernment pro mo tes such 
deals to impro ve o ur balance o f 
trade and bo lster the do llar. 
At the time o f the Russian 
wheat deal late last summer, 
subsidies had so ared to 47 cents 
a bushel — the difference 
between the U.S. price o f $2.10 
and the fo reign price o f $1.63. 
The Jackso n memo details ho w 
the grain co mpanies used this 
situatio n to co llect massive 
amo unts in subsidies by clever 
manipulatio n. 


"F o r example, we have info r­ 
m atio n that o ne co m pany 
(Cargill) so ld wheat to its who lly - 
o wned So uth American affiliate 
(Tradex-Panama). The co mpany 
co llected the subsidy wben it 
sho wed pro o f o f shipment to its 
affiliate. 


"The affiliate then so ld the 
wheat to ano ther affiliate in 
Geneva which thereupo n made a 
final sale fo r $2.20 (a bushel)' o r 
10 cents abo ve the American 
price.” 


In o ther wo rds, Cargill so ld 
wheat to its affiliate in o rder to 
cash in o n the high subsidy . Then 
Cargill made a pro fit when its af­ 
filiate so ld the wheat. The pro fit 
was reco rded by the fo reign af­ 
filiate, and sheltered fro m U.S. 
taxes. 
"As far as we can tell,” 
J a c k s o n’s 
i nve s t i g a t o r s 
marv’eled, “the wheat never left 
the ship o n which it was o riginal- j 


i 


ly lo aded, and all transfers were 
mere paper transfers. 
"This practice was repeated 
numero us times as (The Depart­ 
m ent o f Agriculture) blindly 
maintained unnecessary sub­ 
sidies which pushed up the price 
o f wheat and ultimately the 
retail co st o f fo o d to the 
American taxpay er.”

Omaha — More than 1,000 
farmer dirertOM of Production 
Credit Associations from four 
states were presented a bnght 
picture of future economic con­ 
ditions for agriculture here 
Tuesday 
Economists from agriculture 
colleges in Iowa, Nebraska. 
Wyoming and South Dakota told 
thp group that they could expect 
to see farms continue to grow 
larger, land prices to increase 
steadily, production per acre to 
increase and export markets to 
expand 


Only one of the four farm 
experts was willing to make 
predictions in terms of actual 
prices farmers could expect in 
the next few months. 


Everett Stoneberg of Iowa 
State University said he 
expected that feeder cattle 
prices would be lower in 
December than they are now 
•Cattle feeding is going to re­ 
main a very high risk venture for 
the forseeable future but 
cattlemen are already more or 
less used to that,” he said. 
Peak Past? 
Stoneberg said he felt that we 
may already have seen the peak 
in corn and soybean prices for 
1973. “ I think we can expect 
corn to bring farmers II 60 to 
$l 90 from the 1973 crop and 
soybeans between $5 00 and 
$5 75 a bushel.” 


“ Hogs will range between

Lancaster District 
Judge Dale Fahmbruch Tuesday 
also granted a motion to take 
depositions immediately on the 
grounds that “ other and further 
evidence relating to the alleged 
conspiracy will be destroyed, or 
withheld from the plaintiff,” 
The motion claimed that 
Director of Public Wwks Robert 
Obering told Hall that “ certain 
maps and diagrams pertinent to 
said suit were destroyed. 
Along with the City of Lincoln, 
named as defendants were the 
Abel Investment Co. and the 
Omaha, Lincoln and Beatrice (0 
L & B) Railway Co. 
Abel Investment and the OL & 


B were identified in the suit as 
Nebraska corporations with 
common ownership and in­ 
terlocking directors and officers. 
The suit claims that the City 
told Hall that his land, six lots 
near 80th and Walker, was to be 
used mainly for a paving repair 
facility and that a small portion 
would be used for the proposed 
Northeast Radial. 
The City’s claims were “ false 
and fraudulent,” the suit claims, 
since the land bought by the city 
for $3,345.30 was later traded to 
Abel for its own use. 
The suit contends the land ac­ 
tually is worth $47,790 to Abel

Macy — "It’s disheartening to 
know how the Indian has 
changed his original ways,’’ said 
Alfred (Buddy) Gilpin on the 
third evening of the 106th annual 
Omaha Indian Pow Wow here. 
Gilpin, a former chairman of 
the Omaha Tribal Council, and 
former director of the Commis­ 
sion on Aging programs in 
Walthill. Winnebago and Macy, 
spoke in his backyard last Satur­ 
day night The pow wow was 
held August 15-19. Gilpin now 
works for the Public Health Ser­ 
vice in Winnebago. 


‘it isn’t any show,” Gilpin 
said, but that is what the pow 
wow is becoming with midway 
refreshment stands, emcees, and 
gate admissions for non-Indians. 


Gilpin admitted that the 
emcee serves a function in 
explaining the action to the non- 
Indian spectators; as he himself 
served as emcee during Lin­ 
coln’s first pow wow. But. he 
said the Indians themselves 
don’t appreciate the interrup­ 
tions of the announcer 


Not Real Name 
Even the name pow wow is an 
aberration The name comes 
from the white man’s image of 
the beat of the drums, and the 
excitement of the dancing and 
singing, he said. 


“ In the original way, the In­ 
dians were celebrating in a 
ceremonious way,” Gilpin said. 
"It wasn’t all gaiety.” 


Every year at this time, when 
the gardens and crops were 
ready to be harvested and the 
buffalo meat was ready to be 
preserved, the Indians would get 
together to prepare their food 
for the coming winter, and have 
a thanksgiving celebration. 


“ About 30 years ago, the an­ 
nual thanksgiving celebrations 
began to change from the 


original ways.” Gilpin said. 
"What they used to do for a good 
time and celebrating has been 
disrupted by the white man’s 
ideas.” 
Schooling Blamed 
Gilpin blames much of this on 
the education Indian children 
received in the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs’ boarding schools in the 
first part of this century, where 
Indian culture was destroyed 
and the majority culture was 
forced upon them. 
As a tribal leader, Gilpin in­ 
sists that education is important 
for the Indian, but "we should 
have been able to make the tran- 
sition (to education and 
sophistication) in our own way.” 


Most non-Indians who go to 
pow wows go to see the colorful 
dancing and costumes, and are 
either bored or confused by the 
rituals that often interrupt the 
dancing. 


For instance, the bestowing of 
an eagle feather on a girl or 
woman by a veteran is a great 
honor. The man faces the four 
directions, speaking to the four 
winds and talking to the 
Almighty, asking that the 
woman will live in good health 
and wear the feather in dignity. 
Give-Away 
“ From this day on you have 
the right to wear the sacred 
feather in the arena or any arena 
where Indians are gathered,” 
Gilpin explained. The ceremony 
is followed by a give-away, in 
which friends and relatives give 
gifts and money to the girl and 
her family; and she in turn gives 
money and gifts to relatives, 
friends and others in apprecia­ 
tion for the honor she has 
received that day. 
Being a veteran is a special 
honor among the Indian people. 
In the past, a male proved his 
courage and honor in the hunt or 
battle. Now, the only equivalent 
to this type of courageous dis­ 
play is serving in the armed 
forces. 


Traditionally, during the 
feather ceremony, he man who 
bestows the feathenells what he 
has done to makeiim a man, 
giving him the rigl to bestow 
the feather. 


"In order to saveime,” and 
give the paying custoiers more 
of a show. Gilpin sid, “ they 
have deleted this p,t of the 
ceremony.” 


"The first two day. (of the 
pow wow) are for ding the 
things that mean somehng” to 
the people, he explaine* "then 
they go into that commekalized 
stuff.” 


Special Place 
The special place c the 
veteran in Indian life is ^n in 
other customs in the powvow. 
Dead veterans are honorl by 
having their ceremonialflag 
flown over the singr’s 
sunshade. Also, when a dicer 
loses a piece of his costun in 
the arena, no one must toui it 
until after the dance, whe a 
veteran will pick it up and hid 
it back to the dancer. 


"The Omaha people were it 
a warring tribe,” Gilpin sa, 
“they were neighborly peop 
and always had a helping hand.

A proposal to create such a 
body was laid before the Uity 
Council Monday night by 
Sterling Kent, executive vice 
president of the Chamber of 
Commerce. He said the city has 
"a moral obligation” to look 
toward any possible solution. 


The suggestion was prompted 
by a highly controversial 
floodplain report of the U S cor­ 
ps of Engineers Barring some 
unforeseen change in schedule, 
stringent zoning regulations are 
to be implemented over a 
widespread city are in less than a 
year 
Kent .said the advisory com­ 
mittee would provide "an oppor­ 
tunity to come up with alternate 
plan" which might be acceptable 
to the State Natural Resources 
Commission. That group is 
charged with implementing the 
plan unless the city itself does. 


Although some councilmen 
questioned the effectiveness of 
study, it was agreed to at least 
draw up guidelines for creating a 
committee. Kent suggested the 
inclusion of representatives 
from numerous organizations as 
well as government. 


"Basically we feel the citizens 
of Beatrice should be involved in 
the decision, but the main thing 
is to stop the flooding," Kent 
stated. 
When he mentioned the 
possibility of “a mill or so of 
tax," the question was raised 
whether the community has suf­ 
ficient resources for a solution. 
Board of Public Works Manager 
Richard Billingsley disagreed 


with Kent’s assertion that the 
city and state could provide 
"plenty of expertise ’’ 


"We’d better hire a consultant 
engineer and I don’t think we 
could touch one on this study for 
less than a quarter million 
dollars," said RilHngstey. 


Bill Johnson, chairman of the 
Planning and Zoning Commis­ 
sion. said that “ unless we can 
combat the corps’ information, 
we’ll just spend a year batting 
our heads against the wall ’’ 
Councilman S H Shick noted 
that it would be difficult to 
refute the corps data

Court Ruling 
On Re s ignation 
Still Ex pe c te d 


The Nebraska Supreme Court 
was officially informed Tuesday 
of Sarpy County Sheriff Richard 
Whitted’s intent to resign rather 
than continue his legal fight to 
keep his job. 


However, while the court does 
not have to decide the original 
issues raised by Whitted, it still 
must rule on whether the 
resignation must be effective im­ 
mediately. A ruling is expected 
later this week. 


Whitted, in his letter to the 
court and to the county board, 
gave an Oct. 1 effective date 
saying it would allow for a 
smooth transition in the office. 


He also told the court that he 
still maintained he should be 
able to keep his job but decided 
to resign for personal reasons. 


" I’ve just about had it,” he 
said. "The pressure has affected 
my health and my family. I 
thought it best I get out. That’s 
about it.” 
The resignation went to the 
Sarpy County Board Monday. “I 
really don’t want to leave, but I 
think it best I do,"he added. 


The 38-year-old Whitted post­ 
ed a $10,000 bond to remain in 
office after District Judge C. 
Thomas White decided that 
Whitted had been convicted of a 
crime and under Nebraska law 
his office is vacant. 


The judge permitted Whitted 
to file the bond until he could 
appeal to the Supreme Court. In 
November of 1972, Whitted 
pleaded guilty to perjury before 
a March of 1970 grand jury in­ 
vestigating gambling. He was 
finally placed on one year pro­ 
bation beginning last April. 


Whitted said he probably will 
be leaving Nebraska. 


Chairman William Brooks of 
the Sarpy Ckiunty Board said 
Whitted’s letter of resignation 
won’t be official until Oct. 1 and 
the board will wait until then 
before voting on a successor.

The Lincoln Lutheran Junior 
High Tuesday announced 
eligibiUty requirements for par­ 
ticipation in the free or reduced 
lunch program subsidized by the 
federal government.

The Lancaster County Board 
Tuesday adopted a modified 
policy on the Sunday on and off- 
sale of beer which stipulates that 
all applications tor liquor and 
beer licenses in the county will 
be reviewed on their own merit 


The policy is substantially 
similar to current unwritten 
board policy. 


The board directed County At­ 
ty. Paul Douglas to draw up a 
resolution spelling out Uie new 
policy, pushed for by County 
Board Chairman Robert CoUn, 
Commissioners Jan Gauger 
and Kenneth Bourne agreed to 


the policy, but were apparently 
not as enthusiastic over the 
policy as CoUn. 


The policy provides that all 
applications for liquor and beer 
licenses be referred to the coun­ 
ty sheriff’s office for a report. 
That report will include the 
financial status, credit rating, 
character rating and previous 
busings experience of the appli­ 
cant 


The board, according to the 
proposal, will then make a deci­ 
sion based on the report, the 
need for additional outlets and 
public opinion on the matter. 


Commissioner Gauger asked 
how the proposal differed from 
past procedure. 
CoUn repUed, "Not a lot, but it 
spells out our policy fo r the first 
time.” 
And Bourne said he felt "we 
have enough licenses already,” 
but added he could "probably go 
along with this.” 


Originally Colin suggested that 
the sheriff's office make a 
recommendation on each Ucense 
appUcation, but that provision 
was dropped at the urging of 
County Sheriff Merle Karnopp.

Television Industry Profits Rebound In 1972 


Liquor Cabinet Foil» Burglar 


WASHINGTON (API - After 
two years of declining profits, 
the television industry 
rebounded dramatically in 1972, 
the Federal Communications 
Commission reported Tuesday 
Pre-tax profits of $552 million 
exceeded 1971 profits by 41 9 per 
cent 
The three national 
petworks alone did even better, 
reporting that profits more than 
doubled, 106 5 per cent, to $111 
million 
In 1971 industry profits were 
pushed down 14 2 per cent from 
1970 to $398 million as a result of 
the loss of cigarette advertising 
and a slight increase in expenses. 
There was an 18 per cent decline 
in 1970, to $454 million, because 
of stagnating revenues and rising 
costs. 
The networks in 1971 had an 


increase in profits of 7 2 per cent 
to $54 million as a result of cost 
cutting, in sharp contrast to a 46 
per cent decline in 1970 to $50 
million 
The FCC said the industry 
reported 1972 revenues of $3 18 
billion, up 15 6 per cent from the 
$2 75 billion of 171 Expenses 
rose 113 per cent, compared 
with 0.3 per cent in 1971 
Revenues of NB(’, CBS and 
ABC reported were up 16.2 per 
cent to $I 27 billion from $1.09

ATHENS (A P ) - In a 
sweeping amnesty, the Greek 
government freed its political 
opponents Tuesday, including 
President 
George 
Papadopoulos’ 
would-be 
assassin. 
The amnesty was ordered by 
Papadopoulos shortly after he 
was sworn in Sunday as the first 
president of the new Greek 
republic He issued a special 
decree pardoning Alexander 
Panagoulis. the army deserter 
who was charged with trying to 
blow up Papadopoulos’ car five 
years ago. 
Most of the .300 prisoners who 
walked out of various prisons 
were overjoyed. Panagoulis was 
defiant 
He told newsmen as he left 
Boyati military prison: "I don’t 
regret and I don’t reptmt for 
what I did Other people have 
been committing crimes” 
He called Papadopoulos a 
"ridiculous (*olonel ”” 
The president was a co’onel 
when he led a bloodless military 
coup that ousted the elected 
government and suspended 
democracy in (ireece In April 
1967. Since then Papadopoulos 
has moved up to the presidency 
in a reorganization that 
abolished the monarchy and was 
approved in a referendum last 
month 
"We are resolved lo overthrow 
this tyranny." Panagoulis said 
later at home” I wi.sh this could 
be done peacefully 
I don’t 
believe it, I wish it” 
The 34-year-old Panagoulis ac­ 
cused his military guards of 
trying to kill him by setting fire 
to his mattress while he was 
asleep in his prison cell two 
years ago. 
Two other noted prisoners of 


the Athens regime, former 
, Foreign Minister Evanghelos 
Averoff-Tossitsa and a former 
deputy of the Bank of Greece, 
John Pesmazt^lou. were also 
released. Their wives reported 
them home "tired but happy." 
Averoff-Tossitsa was under in­ 
dictment for his alleged part in 
an attempt by royalist navy of­ 
ficers to oust Papadopoulos and 
return self-exiled King Constan­ 
tine to his throne. Fifty-six navy 
officers indicted along with 
Averoff-Tossitsa were also freed

LAGUNA BEACH, Calif (AP) 
— British correspondent Gordon 
Jeffery, covering President 
Nixon here for the London Daily 
Mirror, died Tuesday of injuries 
suffered when he was hit by a 
car while crossing a street 
Jeffery. 41, was fatally injured 
Monday night crossing the 
Pacific Coast Highway near the 
hotel where the White House 
press corps is staying.

He still has 58 more months to 
go for army desertion 
Some of the political prisoners 
were serving as much as 25 years 
in jail, some for possession of 
explosives. 
The government said the 
amnesty cleaned out the nation’s 
prisons of political prisoners 
who at one time numbered 6,500 
following the 1967 coup 
Some political leaders of past 
democratic regimes welcomed 
the amnesty. But former

“ facade and cover-up aimed at 
establishing permanent authori­ 
ty for the government.”

LONDON (AP) — Terrorists 
planted 17 fire bombs and letter 
bombs in London department 
stores and offices Tuesday, in- . ^ 
creasing official fears that the £ 
Irish Republican Army is exten- w 
ding its guerrilla campaign to £ 
Britain. 
At least 10 incendiary bombs 
were discovered in five depart­ 
ment stores, but only three were 
known to have ignited. That 
brought to 14 the number of fire 
bombs planted in stores since 
Saturday. No casualties have 
been reported. 
Seven letter bombs were 
mailed to government offices 
Tuesday but none exploded. 
Police said they believed the 
incendiaries and letter bombs 
were the work of an extreme 
IRA breakaway group. 
The fire bombs brought chaos 
to London’s bustling West End 
shopping district. Thousands of 
customers and workers were 
evacuated from its famous 
stores. 
Commissioner Ernest Bond of 
Scotland Yard told newsmen 
that each of the letter bombs 
contained an estimated four 
ounces of explosives stuffed in­ 
side the cut-out centers of paper­ 
back music books and connected 
to tiny detonators. 
“That’s enough caplosive to 
blow a man in half,’’ he said. 
The packages had apparently 
bt*t>n mailed Monday in W^t 
London 
Although there were no 
casualties. Bond said the power­ 
ful letter bombs were “a far 
more serious threat” than the 
wave of .smaller letter bombs 
sent earlier this year to Jewish 
businessmen and diplomats. The 
Black September organization of 
Palestinian guerrillas claimed 
responsibility for that letter 
bomb campaign.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - The 
City Council voted Tuesday to 
award singer Jimmy Ro<i?ers 
$200,000 for injuries suffered 
more than five years ago in an 
alleged beating b y an off-duty 
policeman 
The award was unanimously 
approved after the city attorney 
warned the city might pay more 
if the case went to trial, 
Rodgers, a popular country 
and western singer, had sued for 
$10.2 million, charging mistreat­ 
ment and lack of medical care 
which resulted in three brain 
operations and an epileptic con­ 
dition.

WASHINGTON (AP) - In the 
same courtroom where the 
Watergate trial b^an, two con­ 
stitutional lawyers will debate. 
Wednesday whether President 
Nixon has a legal obligation to 
give a grand jury White House 
tapes it contends are important 
evidence for future Watergate 
prosecutions. 
Charles Alan Wright will lead 
off the debate and will argue 
that the courts lack authority to 
compel the President to obey a 
subpoena demanding the tapes. 
Watergate special prosecutor 
Archibald Cox will follow and 
will argue that the President 
“ like the humblest citizen" has a 
dutv not to withhold evidence 


from a grand jurv. 
The debate will begin at 9 
a.m., CD.T, in the large 
ceremonial courtroom before 
U.S. District Court Judge John 
J. Sirica 
Sirica, the chief district court 
judge in the District of Colum­ 
bia, also presided at the 
Watergate trial 
Sirica probably will say after 
the oral argument when he 
expects to announce his deci­ 
sion. 
Whichever way it goes, the 
losing party undoubtedly will 
appeal. The case is virtually cer­ 
tain to end up before the 
Supreme Court for a final deci- 
.sion. 


The sixth floor ceremonial 
courtroom is nearly twice the 
size of the chamber where Sirica 
usually presides and it is 
expected to be filled with spec­ 
tators. many of them lawyers 
and law students, anxious to 
hear Cox and Wright debate the 
constitutional issues involved in 
the case. 


Cox, professor of law at Har­ 
vard, argued scores of cases 
before the Supreme Court when 
he was U.S. solicitor general 
from 1961 to 1965. 
Wright, who teaches con­ 
stitutional law at the University 
of Texas, is working as a special 
consultant to the FTesident for 


this case. He also is a veteran of 
Supreme Court arguments 
The issue moved into the 
courts when Cox subpoenaed the 
tapes after Nixon refused to 
hand them over voluntarily. 
When the President said he 
would not comply with the sub­ 
poena. Cox asked Sirica to order 
the President to obey. 
In preparation for the oral 
arguments, both sides submitted 
long, written statements of their 
cases. 
The Senate Watergate com­ 
mittee filed a civil suit Aug 9, 
asking for a judgment suppor­ 
ting Its subpoena of presidential 
tapes. The White House has 
agreed to respond by Aug. 29. 
Dollar Resumes Climb On European Money Marts 


LONDON (AP) - The U.S. 
dollar resumed its climb on most 
major European money markets 
Tuesday after an unexplained 
decline over the past two trading 
days. 


Before the decline set in 
Friday, the American currency 
had enjoyed a seven-day un­ 
interrupted rise on all European 
exchanges. 


Dealers still were at a loss 
Tuesday to explain why the 
dollar had suddenly weakened. 
Some put it down to a nervous 
and uncertain market. 
The price of gold rose during 
the day in London and Zurich, 
the two major gold markets. But 
It still closed sharply down from 
Monday’s close. 
In London sterling weakened 
against the dollar and was 


quoted in late afternoon deals at 
2 4715 dollars, dowm from the 
opening 2.486!» dollars, which 
was unchanged from the close 
Monday. 
In Paris, the dollar closed at 
4 27375 French francs, up from 
4,2650 francs in the morning and 
4.2685 at the close Monday. 
In Frankfurt, the dollar closed 
at 2.440 marks, up from 2.4150 at 
the opening and from Monday’s 


close of 2.42 marks. 
In Zurich, the dollar closed at 
3 0085 Swiss francs, up from 
2.9761 at the opening and 2.9861 
at the close Monday. 
Gold closed at $105 an ounce 
in London, up from $104 at the 
morning fixing. In Zurich it 
closed at $105.25, up from the 
morning fixing of $103.50.

Women’s Lobby

The tendency o f co ng ressmen to 
“ ig no re" leg islatio n pertaining to 
wo men’s rig hts “ is no t malicio us, it’s just 
a pattern," acco rding to Caro l Bums, 
who will be the featured speaker Satur­ 
day at the 197 3 Wo men’s Equality Day 
ev ent in Grand Island. 
Ms. Burris, fo under and president o f 
the Wo men’s Lo bby in Washing to n, D.C., 
stated that the g ro up was initiated three 
y ears ag o by 3 0 v o lunteers who helped g et 
mail o n v ario us issues fro m the states and 
o rg anizatio ns. 
"So that all o f o ur effo rts wo uldn’t g o 
do wn the drain, we decided to inco r­ 
po rate and reg ister as a lo bby . The 
g ro up's bo ard, co nsisting o f a 
g eo g raphical and po litical mix ture o f peo ­ 
ple, decides o n which issues the lo bby 
sho uld co ncentrate,” stated Ms. Burris. 
She added, "Our o nly co nstraint is that 
we can’t wo rk o n thing s that are o n the 
flo o r. ’’ Therefo re, nearly all o f the studies 
and co ntacts hav e to be made befo re a 
bill o r amendment is intro duced fo r dis­ 
cussio n and v o ting m either ho use. 
“ What we needed, as any g ro up do es, 
was to establish a natio nal prio rity ," she 
co ntinued. Thus the Wo men's Lo bby 
decided to fo cus its attentio n and effo rts 
o n child care serv ices, co ncluding "that it 
wo uld take three o r fo ur y ears to educate 
the members o f Co ng ress o n child care.” 


“ There has been an incredible increase 
in the number o f wo rking wo men. It is 
lo ur limes g reater than it was in 193(1,’’ 
she no ted, "and this requires a chang e in 
the who le wo rk pattern." 


“ We decided to ask Co ng ress to ap­ 
pro priate sums o f mo ney fo r each child in 
a child care l'enter, and o ur studies in­ 
dicated that it wo uld require $1 .200 per 
child per y ear in a center. This is the 
same co st per running fo o t o f interstate 
hig hway ." Ms. Burris said, adding , "and 
wo men are do ing this fo r free.” 
Acco rding to Ms. Burris, "a recent 
study rev ealed that it wo uld take $1 9,000 
to replace each ho usewife. But a repo rt 
by U S. Department o f Labo r rev ealed 
that the av erag e wag e fo r a do mestic 
wo rker in the United States is $1 4 00 a 
y ear fo r a full 52-week y ear." 
She repeated, ‘‘Wo men are suppo sed to 
do this fo r free with no reward in the pre­ 
sent o r the future If a husband leav es o r 
dies, wo men hav e no reward in terms o f 
ex perience fo r the amo unt o f wo rk o r 
respo nsibility they hav e assumed.” 
In Ms Bams’ o pinio n, "the studies o n 
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Care Is Priority 


the children’s day care centers were an 
educatio n and learning ex perience fo r 
Senato rs and Co ng ressmen, because they 
hav e nev er taken care o f their o wn 
children." 


It Is o ften stated that o ur natio n’s 
g reatest asset is its y o ung peo ple. 
“ Children reflect the v alues o f their 
parents and o ften parents are judg ed by 
their children. Yet, if wo men do n’t wo rk 
fo r equal rig hts, they are say ing their 
wo rk is no t v aluable," she ex plained. 


Mrs. Burris became interested in the 
Wo men’s Lib mo v ement in 1966 and ad­ 
mits to the bad and o ften inco rrect co n­ 
no tatio n asso ciated with the terms 
“ Wo men's Lib.” 
She no ted. “ Once we were co nducting a 
surv ey and handing o ut pamphlets o n the 
street. Mo st o f the respo nses we receiv ed 
fro m wo men were 'Well, I’m ag ainst 
wo men’s lib.’ But when asked their 
o pinio ns o n v ario us issues relating to 
wo men’s rig hts, such as the leg alizatio n 
o f abo rtio n o r equal pay fo r equal wo rk, 
mo st ag reed almo st co mpletely with the 
stand taken by the wo men’s g ro up.” 


When so me wo men feel that their 
traditio nal ro les are being threatened, 
“ they o ften feel that we’re o ut to g et 
them.” Ms. Burris stressed, “ We’re a lo b­ 
by fo r all wo men.” 


She ex plained. “ The states hav e nev er 
interferred with an o ng o ing marriag e and 
there is a hig h reg ard fo r the family struc­ 
ture. But wo men hav e to realize that the 
mo re equal they are, the mo re pro tectio n 
they g et," 
Ms. Burris cited sev eral ex amples. “ A 
reaso n that a wo men cling s to a bad 
marriag e is because she can’t suppo rt a 
family o n her o wn. There is no retirement 
plan fo r ho usewiv es, so if the husband 
dies the wife co uld be left almo st pen­ 
niless. 
Also , in retirement pro g rams fo r men, 
if a surv iv o r benefit is added the retire­ 
ment pensio n decreases; so . rather than 
fo rfeit $20 a mo nth o n his pensio n check, 
usually a man will eliminate the surv iv o r 
clause, thinking that he’ll alway s be 
aro und to take care o f his wife." 
Altho ug h the g ro up’s primary g o al at 
this time is in the area o f child care ser­ 
v ices, they are inv o lv ed in o ther matters 
such as v eteran’s benefits, credit dis­ 
criminatio n. minimum wag e, abo rtio n, 
marriag e and div o rce laws. 


Ms Burris stated that the Wo men’s 
Lo bbv has affiliates in abo ut 4 0 states

fro m which the g ro up o btains a cro ss­ 
fertilizatio n o f ideas. 
“ In the future we ho pe to act as a 
clearing ho use and info rmatio n center, 
where peo ple can see what o ther states 
are do ing in reg ard o f current leg islatio n 
and o rg anizatio n. 
We also plan to hav e a lo bby ist in ev ery 
state capito l and to create a mo re sen­ 
sitiv e attitude to ward wo men’s rig hts o n 
the state lev el.” she added. 
Mrs. Burris is married and the mo ther 
o f a six -v ear-o ld so n.

Ghile (AP) - 
Gunfire rang out Tuesday in the 
heart of Santiago in clashes 
between leftists and anti- 
Marxists as a nationwide strike 
hit many sectors of Chile’s 
troubled economy. 
Police at the scene of the 
shooting said two persons were 
killed and half a dozen wounded.

President Salvador Allende 
addressed a crowd of women 
Tuesday night from the balcony 
of the Moneda presidential 
palace, blaming the violence on 
"fasi’ists and lumpen.” 
Lumpen means a degraded 
and contemptible section of the 
proletariat 


"We will defend (Jiile from 
the fascists and those who want 
a civil war,” he declared 
The downtown fighting oc­ 
curred around the national 
Congress building and spilled 
into the nearby tree-lined Plaza 
de Armas. 
Witnesses said shots came 
from the tops of office buildings 
in the neighborhood. 
Riot police using tear gas and 
water cannon trucks attempted 
to keep both sides separated. 
But 
the dem onstrators 
regrouped on nearby streets and 
clashed again. 


The violence began when 
members of the rightist National 
party gathered outside the con­ 
gress to show their support for 
wives of striking truckers. 'Tlie 
women have been camping out 
in the building’s halls for the la.st 
week. 
Terrorists fire-bombed a labor 
union district office and 
dynamitt'd a rail line earlier 


Tuesday in sabotage apparently 
connected with the widening 
strike 
Striking trucked, bus and taxi 
owners were joined by store 
owners, professional employes 
and labor groups. 
The participants ranged from 
physicians to pilots for LAN- 
Chile, the state airline. 
An estimated half a million 
Chileans from the countiy’s 10 
million inhabitants participated 
in the walkouts, ranging from 24 
to 48 hours in sympathy with the 
transport strike and protesting 
the policies of Marxist President 
Salvador Allende, who has 
vowed to turn Chile Socialist. 


The center of the capital was 
tranquil during the morning with 
fewer people on the streets 
because of lack of public 
transportation and closed shops 
and stores. 
But essential operations 
remained open, as did soda foun­ 
tains and restaurants. 
Tropical Storm Brenda Leaves 
Trail Of Wreckage In Yucatan 


M EXICO CITY (A P) - 
Hurricane Brenda decreased to a 
tropical storm as it moved from 
the Gulf of Mexico across the 
Yucatan Peninsula Tuesday, 
leaving a trail of wrecki’d homes 
and uprooted trees. 
Then it died over the 
southeastern Mexican states of 
Campeche and Tabasco. There 
were no immediate reports of 
storm-related injuries. 
The Red Cross and army units 
were trying to send aid to the 
stricken areas, but a spokesman 
for the governor of Tabasco state 
said the units could not get 
through "because there are 
many trees down on the road 
and there have been torrential 
ruins for 48 hours.” 
Brenda’s 86-mile-an-hour 
winds abattcd as the storm 


swirled across the beaches 
tK’tween Cjudad del Carmen and 
Villahermosa, a capital of 
Tabasco state. Winds of 55 miles 
an hour were reported inland. 
In two weeks of flooding that 
preceded Brenda’s arrival Sun­ 
day, authorities reported a, total 
of 65 dead, hundreds injured and 
missing and thousands of homes 
destroyed in 10 Mexican states. 
Officials estimated 300,000 
persons were left homeless. 
At sea, Brenda registered 
winds gusting up to 111 m.p.h., 
pushing waves up to 10 feet.

spokesman in New Orleans said 
officials were trying to deter­ 
mine whether the Greek 
motorship Yucatan needed 
further assistance.

The 441-foot vessel, with 35 
men aboard, .sent a distress 
signal earlier saying it was 
attempting to ride out the storm 
just off the Mexican coast. 
As the storm headed inland, 
torrential rains hit ports and 
other towns in the southern 
Mexico states of Verazruz.

Girl, 15, Goes Before Grand Jury 
As Key Witness In Killing Of Corll 


HOUSTON (AP) - A 15-year- 
old girl went before the county 
grand jury Tui^day as a key 
witness in the killing Aug. 8 of 
Dean Corll, accused of being the 
man behind the slaying of 27 
young p)ersons in a homosexual- 
murder plot. 
The fifth and sixth floors of 
tbe courthouse were cleared of 
newsmen by orders of Juvenile 
Court Judge Ctiss Cole shortly 
before her appearance. 
Rhonda Louise William’s, the 
grand jury witness, was present 
when Corll was killed. She has 
been in custody of juvenile 
authorities since Corll’s slaying 
revealed the case of homosexual 
procurement, rape and death. 
Miss Williams was at Corll’s 
home when Elm er Wayne 
Henley, 17, telephoned police he 
had shot Corll to death during a 
sex and paint sniffing party in 
Corll’s home in suburban 
Pasadena. 
Prior to Cole's order, the 
grand jury heard more than 3*2 
hours of testimony from Robert 
Michael Ethridge, 17, a San 
Diego, Calif., Navy recruit 


described by Vance as "just a 
witness but an important 
witness.” 
Vance indicated Ethridge 
knew Corll, Henley, and David 
Owen Brooks, 18, who, like 
Henley, is under indictment for 
murder. 
Asst. Dist. Atty. Michael Hin­ 
ton said Ethridge, Brooks, and 
Henley all were dropouts from 
Hamilton junior high school. 
Ethridge, a Navy recruit since 
Ju ly, merely puffed on a 
cigarette when asked questions 
by newsmen during a brief 
luncheon break that interrupted 
his testimony. 


Henley said he shot Corll, 33, 
in self defense after an argument 
over the presence of Miss 
Williams at the party. He said 
Corll awoke him while trying to 
handcuff him and that he saw 
the girl and Timothy Cordell 
K erle y, 20. 
naked and 
spreadeagled on a plywood 
board. 
Henley said he "sweet talked” 
Corll into freeing him on a 
promise he would kill the girl 


and Kerley. Henley said the 
shooting took place as Corll 
moved threateningly toward him 
after he had been ordered to 
sexually attack the girl while 
Corll attacked the young man. 
Miss Williams has not dis­ 
cussed the case with newsmen. 
Ramsey described her as "just 
a witness and it was just unfor­ 
tunate for her to accidentally 
stumble into a mess like this.” 
The grand jury named Henley 
last week in two indictments 
charging murder in the deaths of 
two identified teen-agers and 
named him jointly with Brooks 
on a charge of murder in the 
death of a third. 
The case moves Wednesday 
into the 176th State District 
Court where Henley is scheduled 
to be arraigned and where Judge 
William Hatten is expected to 
rule on Vance’s motion for a 
court order directing that 
Henley be examined by the 
Harris County psychiatric unit.

Universe Not So Densely Packed 


^'cU) JJork Ctmrs 


Princeton. N.J. — Princeton 
University Astronomers say they 
have determined an estimate for 
the density of the universe that 
IS much lower than expected. 


The estimate, achieved with a 
telescope aboard the orbiting 
satellite Copernicus, implies that 
there is little undiscovered 
matter in the universe. The fin­ 
ding was announced to coincide 
with Tuesday’s first anniversary 
of the Copernicus launching. 


Dr. John B. Rogerson, 
professor of astrophysical 
sciences at Princeton, and Dr. 
Donald G. York, research staff 
member, used the telescope to 
determine the relative abun­ 


dance of deuterium, a heavy 
form of hydrogen with twice the 
weight of a normal hydrogen 
atom, in interstellar gas. 
The scientist found that there 
is one deuterium atom in in­ 
terstellar space for every 100,000 
atoms of gas. 


Deuterium is thought to have 
been created moments after the 
"big bang” that is believed to 
have started the current expan­ 
sion of the universe. No way has 
yet been found in which ad­ 
ditional deuterium can have 
been created in significant quan­ 
tities during the subsequent 
evolution of the universe. 


Knowing what fraction of 
hydrogen became deuterium 
originally, the scientists assumed 


Court Papers Name Red Official 
In Alleged Spying With Sergeant 


NEW YORK (AP) - Court 
papers made public Tuesday 
said that Viktor Chernyshev, 
first secretary of the Soviet Em­ 
bassy in Washington, was the 
Russian official who met Air 
Force Sgt. James D. Wood in an 
alleged espionage rendezvous 
here July 21. 
Diplomatic sources said Cher­ 
nyshev left the United States last 
Wednesday for “ reassignment.” 
His name was included in an 
F'BI affidavit accompanying a 
July 21 request for a warrant to 
search the rented car being 
driven by Woods that day. The

warrant was issued in the early 
hours July 22. 
Also filed in U.S. District 
Court, Brooklyn, was an inven­ 
tory of what the FBI found in 
the car and on Woods’ person 
when he was searched. 
Without going into detail, the 
affidavit said Wood "had on his 
person numerous 3-by-5 inch in­ 
dex cards containing what 
appeared to be names written in 
Russian. A further investigation 
of the material contained on 
these cards revealed it would be 
highly vital to the security of the 
United States and to the national 
defense.”

“ This computed density 
amounts on the average to one 
hydrogen atom in each 10 cubic 
meters,” Rogerson and York 
explained. "This extremely low 
density indicates that there is 
not a relatively large amount of 
invisible mass in the universe.” 


Some cosmologists had 
postulated a huge quantity of un­ 
detected matter that would slow 
down and eventually reverse the 
expansion of the universe. 


The 32-inch Copernicus 
telescope, designed by members 
of the Princeton University 
Observatory, detects the amount 
of starlight absorbed at ul­ 
traviolet wave lengths.

Had Sex Problem 


Cozumel, Mexico (UPI) — Sex 
was the most pressing problem 
aboard a raft with six men and 
five women which sailed across 
the Atlantic for 14 weeks, the 
leader of the experimental 
expedition said Tuesday. 


"Sex was one of the problems 
tied to the frustrations and 
pressures we studied. There 
were a tremendous amount of 
things about sex in the raft 
report,” said Dr. Santiago 
Genoves, 
a 
Mexican 
anthropologist who led the 
expedition. 


"That was part of the point. 
That’s why we did it, in part, to 
study that,” Dr. Genoves, 49, 
said. Genoves is a veteran of 
Thor Heyerdahl’s Ra I and Ra II 
raft adventures. 


The crew members of the 39- 
by-22-foot raft Acali, including 
the Swedish blonde captain, 
Maria Bjornstam, and a Roman 
Catholic priest, spent their first 
night ashore sleeping on the 


floor of a motel room — a rough 
approximation of their life 
aboard the raft. The raft left the 
Canary Islands on May 12 and 
was towed to this islan(i town by 
a Mexican minesweeper Monday 
night. 
A team of two psychologists, 
three psychiatrists and two 
physicians began studies on how 
the months of living in isolation 
on a small craft affected the 
crew members.

Helicopter Received By Civil Defense Unit 
Is It Really? 


The Lincoln-Lancaster Civil 
Defense Unit has acquired a 
helicopter, Director Jasper 
Skinner announced Tu^day. 
Skinner said the heUcopter 
was flown to Lincoln at the end 
of July after the federal govern­ 
ment granted the local unit the 
right to the aircraft, which was 
being phased out by the Mon­ 
tana Air National Guard. 


Although he federal govern­ 
ment retains the title to the Bell 
Helicopter-manufactured air­ 
craft, the civil defense unit has a 
five-year agreement to use the 
helicopter with its only respon­ 
sibility being to maintain it. 


Skinner said there is $10,000 in 
a “miscellaneous” slot in the 
county budget which will be 
used to maintain the heUcopter 
for the first year. 
The heUcopter, similar to the 
helicopters used by the Lincoln 


Police Department and the 
Nebraska State Patrol, is in 
“real good .shape,” Skinner said. 
Skinner said that any local 
government agency that has a 
need for the aircraft will be able 
to use it. He said that one of the 
first times the helicopter will be 


used will probably be to monitor 


crowds and traffic jams during 
the State Fair and the Nebraska- 
UCLA football game 
One of the agencies that is 
already planning to use the 
helicopter Is the Lancaster Coun­ 
ty Sheriff’s Office. 


Those plans are not final, but 
Chief Deputy Del Zieman said 


the sheriff's office will probably 
have the heUcopter up less than

Travelers May Face 
More Fuel Problems 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
supply of gasoline continues to 
improve but travelers could run 
into some problems over the 
next two weekends because of 
protest closings by service sta­ 
tion operators, the American 
Automobile Association said 
Tuesday. 
The AAA said its nationwide 
survey of 3,948 gasoline stations 
showed 55 per cent were 
operating normally but 43 per 
cent still were limiting the hours 
they were open, frequently 
through Sunday closings. 
Another 4 per cent were limiting 
the amount of gasoline 
customers could purchase. 
Last week 54 per cent of the 
stations contacted were 
operating normally. 43 per cent 
were closing early and 5 per cent 
were limiting purchases. 
Despite the improvement, the 
AAA said the threat of a 
widespread gasoline station 
shutdown in protest of profit 
margins under Phase 4 economic 
controls could make traveling 
difficult in the next two weeks. 
It said reports from its local 
offices indicated tfie gasoline 
dealers associations in many 
states were organizing closings, 
mostly over the Labor Day 
weekend, to protest the price 
controls.

The AAA said it was uncertain 
as to how effective the closings 
would be but said the Penn 
sylvania association claimed 60 
per cent of the gas stations in 
that state would close on cue. 


The AAA said some gas 
stations still were out of fuel. 


Denver still is the hardest hit 
àrea, the AAA said, but the 
situation is improving. It said 75 
per cent of the stations surveyed 
are closing at noon Saturday un­ 
til 7 a.m. Monday in Denver and 
40 per cent are closing at noon 
on weekedays. Ten per cent of 
the Denver stations are out of 
• gas, the AAA said.

By Robot 
Foreseen 


Stanford. Calif 
(U Pl) — 
Complex task.s like undersea 
mining, farming and spray pain­ 
ting will be handled by robots 
within five to 10 years, a com­ 
puter expert said Tuesday night. 
Dr f’atrick Winston of the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology told the third inter­ 
national joint conference on ar­ 
tificial intelligence that robots 
are being developed which can 
“ see" to perform such jobs. 
“ Farming could be lione in- 
tensevely by robot in a way that 
humans can't" he said “ Robots 
could relentlessly pursue crop- 
destroying rodents, insects and 
do grafting, pruning and 
harvesting" 
Winston .said scientists are 
having difficulty in making 
machines understand such sim­ 
ple structures as children's 
building blcM'ks and grasp how to 
manipulate them One part of 
the machine must look at the 
blocks and make a line picture of 
them while another parti 
analyzes the picture. A third 
must drive the mechanism to un­ 
handle them 
“The whole system together 
forces us into understanding our 
thinking processes in detail,” 
said Winston 
“ We are not 
simulating human intelligence, 
but rather studying the 
processes on a machine In this 
way we can determine the upper 
limits of intelligence needeci for 
specific tasks

As tronauts Photograph ^ 
Giant Bubble On Sun 


Houston (UPI) — Skylab's 
astronauts 
Tuesday 
photographed a giant huhhle in 
the sun’s outer atmosphere, 
called the most significant solar 
event in this mission hy scien­ 
tists delving into the mysteries 
of Earth's star. 
The huhhle, caused hy an 
explosion on the hack side of the 
sun, was discovered hy Alan L. 
Bean, who was taking his turn 
with Owen K. Garriott and Jack 
R Lousma operating the power­ 
ful solar telescopes. 


The astronauts, who also 
checked out equipment for thetr 
second spacewalk Friday, have 


spent more than 90 hours in their 
25 days in orhit collecting data 
on the sun for ground scientists 
The hattery of telescopes in 
Skylah’s solar observatory has a 
clear view of man’s energy 
.source without the interference 
of earth’s atmosphere 
The bubble in the corona — 
sun's outer atmosphere — was 
about three-quarters the size of 
the sun itself, Bean Reported 


He said it was on the eastern 
edge of the sun 
"It's like a big bubble .sitting 
on the edge of a disc," said 
Bean. “ It looks like we got a 
good thing going out here ”

"But sometimes, it takes as long as a year after 
you’ve met the five-year requirement before the 
naturalization ceremony takes place,” Copple adds. "We 
had to do a little work to get the ceremony performed in 
time for him to be on the U.S. team.” 


Kancsar flew into Lincoln early one morning last 
week and by 9:30 a.m was on his way back to Lancaster, 
Pa . as the United States newest citizen 


Lincolnite 1 Vi Years 
Kancsar has been making Lincoln his home for the 
past year-and-a-half, thanks to Copple. 


"I saw him wrestling in the National AAU Cham­ 
pionships in San Diego,” Copple recalls, "And made 
arrangements for him to come to Lincoln.” 


The Hungarian is employed by the Lincoln business 
executive and one of the nation’s top amateur wrestling 
enthusiasts. 
The 31-year-old Kancsar. who has won the National 
AAU Greco-Roman title at 105 ' 2 pounds the past three 
years, will now be representing Lincoln and the United 
States in the World Games set for Tehran.

The U S. men's and women’s basketball 
teams continued winning streaks that sent them 
closer to Friday showdowns with the favored 
Russians, both unbeaten 
The fired-up, young American men’s team 
trounced Czechoslovakia 110-59 for its fifth 
straight triumph at a 100-plus scoring rate, while 
the women turned back Bulgaria 57-50 for their 
fourth in a row since losing to the Russians in 
the first game. 
The Russians scored in the m e n ’ s 100- 
meter freestyle swim m ing race, men’s 


springboard diving and two tennis doubles for 
four gold medals which boosted their overall 
total of 48 gold. 23 silver and 22 bronze—a 
landslide—but they finally met their match at 
the storm-hit stadium swimming center 


There the American water wizards won three 
golds, a silver and three bronze, including men's 
diving, for the day’s top honors in the swimming 
and diving events 
This latest haul gave the United States five 
gold medals, four silver and 12 bronze and sent 
them into second place in the unofficial medal 
standings. 
The Games were marred when uniformed 
Red Army soldiers ripped apart an Israeli flag 
during a basketball game between Israel and 
Puerto Rico. 


The opening of the swimming competition 
was hindered by a violent thunderstorm which 
drenched some 1,000 spectators in the outdoor 
pool and rippled the water. There were flashes 
of lightning and thunder in the background 
throughout the program. 


Miss Carr, an l8-year-old University of New 
Mexico student, captured the women's ^ 
meter breaststroke in the Games record time of 
2 minutes. 42 3 seconds, standing off a late rush 
by Russia’s Ludmilla Porubaiko, who touched

Her time bettered the mark held by Galina 
Stedanova of the Soviet Union by 3 1 seconds 
but was some four seconds off Cathy's own

Most of the scoring punch in a Nebraska football scrimmage 
involving the top two units Tuesday morning was surprisingly

It was surprising because it was done against the Husker 
Black Shirts, the No. 1 defensive unit, and because the No. 1 
offensive unit had more difficulty scoring against the second 
defensive platoon. 


"I was a little disappointed in the first offensive unit in that 
they failed to score on the first couple of opportunities they 
had," head coach Tom Osborne said, "although they did move 
the ball quite well. 
"Fumbles and mental mistakes kept them from scoring. At 
the same time, the second offense was a little surprising in that 
they did quite well” 


Scoring passes were hauled in by wingback Ritch Bahe, split 
end Dave Shamblin and split end Jeff Hill. 


Osborne explained that part of the problem the Husker 
Black Shirts had might have been caused by their seeing some of 
the plays the offense was running against them for the first 
time. 
"In fairness to the defense," he pointed out. "About all 
they’ve seen this fall is UCLA’s wishbone plays and we’ve put in 
a few new offensive plays that they hadn’t seen until today.” 


But Osborne said he was "disappointed in some of the in­ 
dividual efforts. We had some poor tackling at times and we had 
some mental mistakes. 


"There also were times when we dropped the ball and just 
left it laying there on the ground” 
Osborne said the performance of the second offensive unit 
did emphasize one thing. "It sort of bore out the fact that we’ve 
got some pretty good offensive linemen."
